PRECANCELED POSTAGE 
STAMPS FOR CHRISTMAS 


In New England thisyear, there will 
be a market test of precanceled 
Christmas postage stamps. announced 
Postmaster Ritchie, 

Success of the plan hinges on the 
cooperation of postal patrons in bund- 
ling and labeling ‘out of town’ and 
local’ mail that carried the pre- 
canceled stamp. This separate 
mail bypasses the canceling ma- 
chines. 

Customers will be advised at the 
time of purchase that precanceled 
1970. postage stamps will not be 
valid postage for mailing purposes 
after January 31.1971, Customers 
having these on hand after January 
oo may exchange them at stamp win- 
dows designated by local postmasters 

The program isa result of. tests 
made last year in New Haven. Con- 
necticut, Baltimore, Maryland. Memph 
Tennesses and Atlanta Georgia. 

They will be issued November 5 
with first day ceremonies in Wash- 
ington D C_ Five different stamps 
will be issued. Four, printed on 
the same sheet. reporduce antique 
toys. The fifth is a reporoduction 
of “The Nativity’ by Lorenzo Lotto 
a1 pointing that hangs in the National 
Gallery of Art. 

Collectors desiring first day can- 
cellations may send addressed envelope 
together with remittance to cover cost 
of stamps to the Postmaster, Wash- 
ington D C 20013, Both the non- 
preenaceled and precanceled stamps 
will be available for the first 
day cancellation.

The annual Thanksgiving football game with 
Tewksbury has come and gone. The details 
were reported in last week's paper. and it 
ended with Wilmington having an UN - UN 
team - undefeated and untied. The 1970 team 
was perhaps the best ever put on a football 
field by Wilmington. and indeed it had to be 
to achieve the first place in Massachusetts. 
for Class C. Esposito might have been the 
star name. but the team was a real team. and 
it was the team that really won the games. 

These stories concern the spectators. and 
one incident about Esposito. The Esposito 
part will be told first. 

That game. the writer believes. was the first 
to be plaved on frozen ground against Tewks- 
bury since about 1939. The grounds crew had 
tried to keep the ground from freezing by 
spreading a plastic cover - but that made 
things worse. for the cover froze to the field. 
and the teams were literally plaving on ice. 
at first. 

Towards the middle of the’ third period the 
ground was pretty well thawed out. and in the 
fourth. well it was just plain muddy. It was 
easy to see who was making the tackles bv 
looking at the mud on the uniforms 

Remember that TV commercial about Gulf 
gasoline. where drivers. without cars. go 
speeding about the highwavs on the seat of 
their pants? Well. that’s how Espo looked. in 
that last quarter. 

It was about three minutes and 48 seconds. 
by the clock. before the end of the game. 
Espo speared onto a Tewksburv pass. out in 
midfield. He had no Tewksbury plavers near 
him, and he started off for that goal line. 
in his confident stvle 

He took a half a dozen running steps. and 
then he zigged. as is his stvle. to throw anv 
would be tacklers off stride. 

But that zig was the wrong thing to do..in that 
mud. Instead of changing his direction. Espo 
changed his stvle of locomotion 

Yessir: He was riding along. on the seat of 
his pants., legs stretched out before him. 
just like that TV ad. Only. instead of a bliss- 
ful smile on his face. Espo was plainly 
verv very disgusted with this turn of events. 

Will the Gulf Oil people trv to sign him on. 
as a bit actor? 

Could be that he has a career there!

When the Wilmington team was penalized. 
four times in a row. 15 vards. for being off- 
side. the fans . +k up the erv. 

Each time the penaltv flag would go down. 
and the announcer would sav over the loud- 
speaker “15~vards penaltv against Wilming- 
ton’. he would be leading a chorus of some 
hundreds of voices who would be chanting 
the same words 

Even when the penaltv was against Tewks- 
burv. the Wilmington fans would be chanting: 

“15 vards penaltv against Wilmington!’ 


Praise the Lord! 


And then there was the fellow who was seat- 
ed up near the top of the bleachers. on the 
Wilmington side. He had some refreshments 
with him. but it proved to be insufficient in 
quantitv. and twice he went down for some 
more. Each time he returned he was a little 
more unsteady on his feet 

During the third quarter he was to be seen. 
lurching up to his seat. When the going got a 
little rough on the right side. he put out his 
hand. and successfully prevented a fall by 
knocking in the top of someone's hat. 

And then he prevented a fall to the left. and 
then again to the right 

About the sixth time this happened someone 
expressed his opinion of the incident in what 
mav be described as “good round language’ 
and quite loud. ; 

Father Edmund Croke of St. Thomas was not 
too far distant. and could hear the ‘invoca- 
tion’.

Planning Board 


A proposed budget for 1971 of 
$31, was submitted Tuesday 
it by Chairman Bill Hooper to 
ie members of the Planning 
Board for their consideration. 

The first-draft budget request 
represeats a 25 per cent increase 
ever the past vear's Planning 
Board figure of $24,500. . 

The Board members also talked_ 
about ways of committing left- 
ever funds from this year's Pro- 
fessional Services account, a 
matter of $2,500. 

They agreed that the money 
should be committed so that it 
will be carried over. into next 
year’s budget and not be returned 
to the General Fund, although it 
was not decided how to implement 
the plan. a 


Discussion of the budget between 
the Board and the Finance Com- 
mittee will take place next Wed. 
evening in the office of the Town 
Manager. Due date for budget 
requests is December 20 in pre- 
paration for the March Town 
Meeting 

The Board's scheduled meeting 
with Robert Fields of the Ipswich 
River Flood Plain Study and other 
Town officials was postponed two 
weeks to December 15 at the re- 
quest of Fields 

Mort Grant. secretary of the 
Planning Board. reported that 
Fields had asked for the post- 
ponement so he could have a 
member of the Army Corps of 
Engineers on hand for the dis- 
cussions. 

The study was requested of the 
Corps of Engineers in 1967 by 
the Town Manager. Sterling 
Morris and the Planning Board 
and the results of the surveys 
are to be incorporated into the 
Master Plan 701 The purpose 
of the study is to gather inform- 
ation and recommendations which 
would be of ‘aid in dealing with 
flood problems in this area 

According to the application form 
thie project was to include surveys 
of Lubbers Brook and Maple Mea- 
dow Brook. both tributaries of 
the Ipswich River. The Town 
agreed to supply such services 
as surveying. drafting. flood his- 
tory research and other engin- 
eering services as prescribed by 
the Army 

The problem which caused the 
Planning Board to set up the 
meeting involves surveys being 
conducted by the Army of Mill 
Brook as well as the others. The

Board is questioning the necessity 
of including Mill Brook, smallest 
of the three tributaries. in the 
Flood Plain Study 

The matter was brought to the 
Board's attention last week by 
Prof. Charles Eliot. planning 
consultant 

A copy of a letter to Town Coun- 
sel Alan Altman from Atty 
Thomas Kneeland asking the form- 
er to advise the Selectmen to 
reconsider their recent Burger 
Chef decision was read to the 
Board by Mort Grant 

The attorney. representing 
General Foods Corp.. owners of 
Burger Chef Restaurants. wrote 
that the Board of Selectmen had 
no legal right to withhold a vic- 
tualer’s license from David Piper 
of Billerica for a restaurant to 
be located on Main Street 

The letter said that the Select- 
men were holding a ‘mistaken 
impression” about the authority 
granted them as noted in Chapter 
41 of the Town By-Laws. This 
is a reference to the Selectmen's 
motion to table the request for a 
victualer’s license November 8. 
pending the outcome of the Town 
Meeting 

The attorney noted that the 
Planning Board had signed the 
sub-division plan submitted by 
Burger Chef two months ago for 
land near Wallace Motors on 
Main Street. In conclusion he 
asked Altman to attend the next 
Selectmen's meeting and to then 
advise them to issue the license. 

The members of the Planning 
Board exprrssed interest in the 
letter. but there was little to no 
discussion on it 

Town Engineer Arthur Harding 
submitted a land plan for the 
Water Commissioners which was 
endorsed by the Board. 

The plan of land. surveyed for 
recording purposes. included the 
Salem Street wellfield. 41.2 
acres. and the adjacent Conser- 
vation Commission land. 17.3 
acres, for a total of 58.5 acres 
of Town-owned property. 

The two plots are located south 
of Salem Street between Hatha- 
way Acres and the North Reading 
Line 

Dennis Hazam submitted a list 
of streets with identical sounding 
names which the Board will seek 
to have changed. The list ‘in- 
cluded such streets as Grant 
and Brand. Harden and Harding. 


Beech and Beeching, and Park 
and Parker. 


The necessity for changing the 
names was explained by Dan 
Gillis who said that confusion 
over sound-alike streets has re- 
sulted in at least one house 
burning down because the fire 
department was sent to the wrong 
street 

The process involved in chang- 
ing street names is to be 
discussed with Town Counsel

dated at or about 4000 BC. were 
all found in Wilmington by the 
publisher.

Mrs. Penny Dettmer of Burl- 
ington. a part time Library em- 
ployee, and student at Simmons 
College for a degree in Library 
Science is in charge of the ex- 
hibit, She made arrangements 
for Capt. Neilson’s collection to 
be evaluated by Mrs Dena Fer- 
ran Dincanze. of the Peabody 
Museum of Harvard University 

Some of the artifacts have been 
dated by Mrs Dincanze as being 
about 5000 years old. Others are 
of a period of about 2190 BC. 
while others are of the Late Wood- 
land period. so called. just before 
the arrival of the white race. 

Mrs Dincanze’s evaluation tends 
to confirm the theory long held 
by the publisher of the Town 
Crier that the field below the 
Wildwood School was cultivated 
for thousands of years, before 
the_ arrival of th Buck Family 
in Wilmington in 1670-71

A. All children in families 
wherein the children or children’s 
parents receive public assistance 
from any federal-state welfare 
program such as Aid to Families 
with Dependent Children, General 
Relief. etc.. also children from 
other families comparable in- 
come levels at or below the es- 
tablished guidlines, shall be eli- 
gible automatically for a free 
meal upon application. 

B. Children from families with 
income above the level of the 
family size income scale estab- 
lished by the Department of Ed- 
ucation will be provided free or 
reduced price lunches if in the 
judgment of local school officials 
the families have special circum- 
stances warranting such action. 

C. Other children who in the 
judgment of appropriate school 
or health officials have unmet 
nutritional needs will also be 
provided a free or reduced meal. 

Unusual circumstances such as 
illness or death in the family. 
temporary disability and seasonal 
unemployment are also taken into 
account when determining eligi- 
bility 

The schools will make every 
effort to insure that the children 
do not know who is paying and who 
is receiving a free meal. 

Parents who feel that their child- 
ren are eligible should apply.

Chargers in Bowl Win 


The Wilmington Pop Warner 
Chargers scored an impressive 
20-0 win over the Staten Island 
Smitty’s Sports last Saturday 
afternoon in the 13th Annual 
Statue of Liberty Memorial Bowl 
game 

The invitational affair took 
place at Hy Turkin Field before 
some 700 fans on an overcast day 
with a threat of rain in the air. 

The Chargers took the opening 
kickoff. following Carl Butler's 
return of nine yards from the 
Wilmington 28 on their own 37, 
and marched to Smitty's 23 be- 
fore being halted 

Neither team was able to put any 
sustained drive together as each 
squad was stopped by the other's 
defense. Late in the period, Sta- 
ten Island was forced into a 4th 
and 15 from their own 30 and on 
the punting situation a bad snap 
from center forced Gerald Martin 
Smitty’s punter, to fall on the er- 
rant pass on his own 10 yard line. 

Given a golden opportunity, the 
Chargers had an apparent ‘‘td’’ 
on the first play by Butler nul- 
lified by a procedure penalty. 
With a ist and goal from the 15 
the Chargers were not to be de- 
nied. however as Bob Bavota 
broke off right tackle behind the 
blocking of Bob Doryal for the 
initial score of the game. Butler's 
rush for the extra points failed 
and at 6:55 of the first period, 
Wilmington was on top, 6-0. 

On the ensuing kickoff. Staten 
Island, with an excellent return of 
11 yards by Chris Poje. set up on 
their own 21. Four running plays 
moved the ball up to the 33 but on 
a second down play, Cicero was 
thrown for a five yard loss by Ba- 
vota and Krasznekewicz. After 
an incompleted pass on a third and 
14 situation, Staten Island was 
forced to punt. 

The Chargers took over at their 
own 31 following Martin's 21 yard 
kick and on the initial play from 
scrimmage scored again. Carl 
Butler broke off right tackle cut 
to the outside a midfield and out 
raced the Staten Island secondary 
for a 49 yard run and the Chargers 
second ‘‘td'’. The conversion at- 
tempt failed and at the end of the 
first period Wilmington led, 12-0. 

In the second stanza there was 
no scoring with Staten Island con- 
trolling the ball, 19 plays compar- 
ed to Wilmington’s 8.

Late in the period, Bob Marl- 
borough. who played well all after- 
noon for Smitty's blocked a Butler 
punt at the Chargers 24 but time 
ran out on Staten Island before 
they were able to take advantage 
of the break. 

In the third period the Chargers 
moved down field on two occas- 
sions. once to the 18 and another 
time to the 27 only to have their 
attack bog down Meanwhile 
Coach Feaser’s eleven on it’s 
two opportunity’s were unable 
to move beyond the Charger’s 
36. 

Late in the period with the 
Chargers on the Staten Island 
27. a third won pass play Hur-

BASIC PHOTOGRAPHY 
IN THE NORTH SCHOOL 


A photography club has been 
started in the North Intermed- 
iate School. The club is a part 
of a special program area with- 
in the Art Club 

Students. with the assistance of 
Mrs. Adam in the Art Depart- 
ment. and Daniel Spriggs in the
